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PREFACE 


Information  on  the  expenditures  for  family 
living,  savings,  and  income  of  rural  farm  fam¬ 
ilies  in  1961  was  collected  by  the  U.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  as  part  of  a  na¬ 
tionwide  Survey  of  Consumer  Expenditures — 
a  cooperative  undertaking  of  USDA  and  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS)  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Labor.  Comparable  data  are 
available  from  BLS  on  rural  nonfarm  families, 
collected  jointly  by  USDA  and  BLS,  and  for 
urban  families,  collected  by  BLS.  BLS  also 
has  reports  of  the  data  for  the  three  popula¬ 
tion  groups  combined.  Insofar  as  possible,  the 
table  numbers,  format,  and  general  content  of 
the  reports  by  the  two  agencies  have  been  kept 
the  same  for  all  population  groups. 

The  initial  objective  of  this  survey  was  to 
obtain  from  urban  families  of  wage  and  cleri¬ 
cal  workers  detailed  expenditure  data  for  use 
by  BLS  in  revising  the  Consumer  Price  Index, 
but  a  cross  section  of  all  urban  families  was 
selected  to  serve  other  purposes.  Subsequent¬ 
ly,  the  survey  was  broadened  to  cover  rural 
farm  and  rural  nonfarm  families,  to  provide 
information  on  a  complete  cross  section  of 
the  U.S.  population  for  the  year  1961.  Such 
data  for  the  U.S.  population  were  last  avail¬ 
able  in  summary  form  for  1941-42,  and  in  de¬ 
tail  by  regions  for  1935-36.  The  tabulations 
included  in  this  report  are  designed  to  facili¬ 
tate  the  study  of  the  expenditure  patterns  of 
farm  families  in  relation  to  selected  socioeco¬ 


nomic  characteristics.  The  tabulations  also 
provide  the  basis  for  comparing  expenditures 
of  farm  and  nonfarm  families.  Spending  pat¬ 
terns  of  farm  families  in  1961  may  also  be 
compared  with  the  patterns  shown  in  earlier 
studies  of  farm  families. 

Within  USDA,  the  survey  has  been  a  coop¬ 
erative  project  of  the  Statistical  Reporting 
Service  (SRS),  the  Economic  Research  Serv¬ 
ice  (ERS),  and  the  Agricultural  Research 
Service  (ARS).  SRS  had  primary  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  collecting  and  tabulating  the  data.  The 
publications  have  been  prepared  by  staff  of 
Consumer  and  Food  Economics  Research  Di¬ 
vision  of  ARS,  who  have  served  as  technical 
advisors  on  subject  matter  throughout  the 
study.  Miss  Jean  L.  Pennock  supervised  the 
preparation  of  this  report.  Miss  Minnie  Belle 
McIntosh  worked  with  the  Data  Processing 
Center  of  SRS  in  developing  the  tabulations.

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CONSUMER  EXPENDITURES  AND  INCOME 
Rural  Farm  Population,  Western  Region,  1961 


HIGHLIGHTS 


Farm  families  in  the  Western  region  1  spent 
an  average  of  $4,522  for  current  consumption 
in  1961.  In  addition,  they  spent  $302  for  per¬ 
sonal  insurance,  $455  for  gifts  and  contribu¬ 
tions,  and  on  balance  increased  their  net  as¬ 
sets  over  liabilities  by  $1,006.  Their  average 
after-tax  income  was  $6,149. 


Expenditures  in  1961 

Family  spending  for  the  three  basic  cate¬ 
gories  of  consumption — food,  housing,  and 
clothing — amounted  to  more  than  60  percent 
of  total  consumption  expenditures.  Housing 
took  the  largest  amount,  $1,149  or  25  percent 
of  the  total.  Spending  for  food  and  beverages 
was  a  little  less  than  for  housing,  accounting 
for  $1,078  or  24  percent  of  total  spending. 
Spending  for  clothing — about  half  as  much  as 
for  housing — amounted  to  $570  or  13  percent 
of  consumption  expenditures. 

Food  prepared  at  home  took  the  largest 
share  of  the  food-and-beverage  dollar  as  con¬ 
sumers  spent  83  cents  for  this  category, 
whereas  14  cents  was  spent  for  meals  and 
snacks  away  from  home,  and  3  cents  for  alco¬ 
holic  beverages.  The  housing  dollar  was  di¬ 
vided  among  three  major  categories — expendi¬ 
tures  for  the  house  itself,  35  cents;  fuel,  light, 
refrigeration,  water,  and  other  household  op¬ 
eration  expenses,  41  cents ;  and  furnishings  and 
equipment,  24  cents. 

Transportation  constituted  the  third  largest 
component  of  family  spending.  The  family 
share  of  the  purchase  and  operation  of  auto¬ 
mobiles  and  trucks  amounted  to  $681.  In  ad¬

dition,  families  spent  $28  on  other  transporta¬ 
tion,  mostly  public.  Together,  these  made  up 
16  percent  of  total  spending. 

Medical  care  cost  families  $413  and  ac¬ 
counted  for  9  percent  of  total  expenditures. 
The  minor  categories — personal  care,  recrea¬ 
tion,  reading  and  education,  tobacco,  and  other 
expenditures — as  a  group  accounted  for  13  per¬ 
cent  of  spending  for  consumption.  Of  these, 
recreation,  at  $188,  was  the  largest. 

Changes  in  Spending  Patterns  Since  1955 

Farm  families  in  the  West  spent  12  percent 
more  for  current  consumption  in  1961  than 
in  1955,  or  12  percentage  points  less  than  the 
increase  shown  by  all  farm  families  in  the 
United  States.  The  shift  in  the  universe  sur¬ 
veyed,  from  farm-operator  families  in  1955  to 
all  families  on  farms  in  1961,  had  an  inhibiting 
effect  on  the  level  of  expenditures.  Occupa¬ 
tional  groups  other  than  the  self-employed — 
who  can  be  presumed  to  be  predominantly  farm 
operators — decreased  the  average  expenditure 
for  current  consumption  by  about  2  percent 
in  1961.  The  precise  effect  of  change  in  uni¬ 
verse,  however,  will  be  examined  in  greater 
detail  in  a  later  report. 

Between  1955  and  1961,  housing  replaced 
food  and  beverages  as  the  largest  category  of 
expenditures.  Expenditures  for  food  and 
beverages  decreased  both  in  dollar  amounts  and 
as  a  proportion  of  total  spending.  A  decrease 
in  the  importance  of  food  and  beverages  in  the 
spending  pattern  was  to  be  expected,  since 
total  spending  had  increased  and  food  tradi¬ 
tionally  responds  less  than  other  categories  to 
an  increase  in  total  spending.  The  proportion 
of  total  spending  going  into  housing  also  de¬ 
creased  between  the  survey  years,  but  less 
sharply  than  in  the  case  of  food  and  beverages.

Balancing  the  decreasing  importance  of  food 
and  beverages  were  increases  in  the  import¬ 
ance  of  expenditures  for  automobile,  medical 
care,  and  reading  and  education. 

Spending  Patterns  Related  to 
Family  Characteristics 

Income. — Twenty-eight  percent  of  western 
farm  families  and  single  consumers  reported 
incomes  under  $3,000  (table  1).  Forty-six 
percent  were  in  the  middle-income  group  rang¬ 


ing  from  $3,000  to  $7,500,  and  26  percent  had 
incomes  over  $7,500.  Families  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  income  scale  tended  to  be  smaller 
than  those  farther  up  the  scale.  The  heads  of 
low-income  families  were  generally  older  than 
the  heads  of  high-income  families,  and  a 
larger  proportion  of  these  low-income  families 
had  persons  65  years  old  or  older  in  them. 
The  number  of  children  under  18  years  of  age 
generally  increased  with  income. 

Families  with  incomes  under  $3,000  spent 
an  average  of  $2,844  for  current  consumption 
out  of  an  average  income  of  $1,412  whereas 
those  with  incomes  of  $7,500  and  over  spent 
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$5,947.  To  make  possible  spending  more  than 
their  income,  families  with  incomes  under 
$3,000  accumulated  debts  or  drew  on  savings. 
They  reported  a  negative  net  change  in  assets 
and  liabilities  averaging  $1,514.  Having  these 
resources  to  call  upon  indicates  that  at  the 
time  of  the  survey  many  of  these  families  were 
below  their  normal  income  position.  When  in¬ 
comes  reached  approximately  $4,800,  families 
were  able,  on  the  average,  to  break  even ;  in  the 
course  of  the  survey  year  they  neither  added 
to  nor  reduced  their  net  savings.  At  higher 
income  levels,  savings  (increases  in  assets  and 
decreases  in  liabilities)  exceeded  dissavings 
(decreases  in  assets  and  increases  in  liabili¬ 
ties)  .  Among  families  with  incomes  of  $7,500 
and  over,  savings  averaged  $5,653. 

Food,  housing,  and  medical  care  were  more 
important  in  the  spending  patterns  of  low-in¬ 
come  families  than  of  those  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  income  scale.  Clothing,  education, 
transportation,  and  tobacco  took  larger  parts 
of  total  spending  among  high-income  families 
than  among  low-income  families. 


Family  size. — Thirty  percent  of  western  farm 
families  consisted  of  two  persons,  and  30  per¬ 
cent  was  made  up  of  three  or  four  persons 
(table  2).  Families  of  five  or  more  persons  ac¬ 
counted  for  33  percent  of  the  total  number, 
and  single  consumers  6  percent.  Single  con¬ 
sumers  and  the  heads  of  two-person  families 
tended  to  be  considerably  older  than  heads  of 
other  families. 

Single  consumers  spent  $2,372  for  current 
consumption,  the  lowest  average  of  any 
size  class.  Highest  expenditures — averaging 
$5,442 — were  made  by  six-person  families. 

Housing  expenditures  declined  sharply  as  a 
percentage  of  total  expenditures  as  family  size 
increased.  Medical  care  and  transportation 
also  tended  to  be  less  important  in  the  total 
as  family  size  increased. 

Increasing  proportions  of  the  budget  were 
spent  on  clothing,  personal  care,  recreation, 
and  education  as  family  size  increased.  The 
increase  in  expenditures  for  clothing  was  par¬ 
ticularly  sharp,  rising  from  5  percent  of  total 
spending  among-  single  consumers  to  15  per¬ 
cent  among  families  of  six  or  more  persons. 

Age  of  family  head. — In  68  percent  of  west¬ 
ern  farm  families,  the  head  of  the  family  was 
between  35  and  64  years  of  age  (table  3). 
Twelve  percent  of  the  heads  were  under  35, 
and  20  percent  were  over  65.  Average  family 
size  increased  with  age  of  head  until  he  was 
between  35  and  44,  and  thereafter  generally 
decreased.  Average  after-tax  income  also 
changed  in  the  same  pattern  but  not  as  much 


as  family  size.  Expenditures  for  current  con¬ 
sumption  peaked  a  decade  later  when  the  fam¬ 
ily  head  was  between  45  and  54  years  old. 

The  outstanding  characteristic  of  the  spend¬ 
ing  pattern  by  age  of  head  is  the  sharp  in¬ 
crease  in  the  importance  of  expenditures  for 
medical  care  as  the  age  of  head  increased. 
Food  expenditures  took  a  relatively  stable 
share  of  the  total  in  all  except  the  oldest  age 
group.  Housing  expenditures  took  a  smaller 
share  and  clothing  a  larger  in  the  middle  years 
than  either  early  or  late  in  the  life  cycle. 


Occupation  of  family  head. — A  high  level  of 
self-employment  is  to  be  expected  among  fam¬ 
ilies  on  farms.  More  than  80  percent  of  west¬ 
ern  farm  families  were  self-employed  (table 
4).  The  next  largest  group  was  the  unskilled 
wage-earners,  who  constituted  8  percent. 
Self-employed  families  were  the  same  size  as 
other  families,  but  their  heads  were  some¬ 
what  older. 

Families  of  the  self-employed  had  incomes 
averaging  almost  $2,000  above  the  incomes  of 
other  farm  families.  Also,  the  families  of  the 
self-employed  saved  ten  times  as  much  as 
other  families — $1,219  compared  with  $118 — 
and  used  considerably  more  for  gifts  and  con¬ 
tributions  and  personal  insurance.  In  spite  of 
the  difference  in  income  level,  expenditures  for 
current  consumption  for  the  families  of  the 
self-employed  were  only  about  $500  greater. 

Families  of  the  self-employed  spent  propor¬ 
tionally  less  than  other  farm  families  on  food, 
housing,  and  transportation,  and  proportional¬ 
ly  more  on  clothing  and  education.  However, 
differences  in  spending  patterns  were  not 
great. 


Education  of  family  head. — Thirty-seven  per¬ 
cent  of  the  western  farm  family  heads  had  no 
more  than  an  eighth-grade  education,  whereas 
17  percent  had  attended  college  (table  6). 
Heads  who  had  attended  high  school  or  col¬ 
lege  tended  to  be  younger  than  those  who  had 
attended  only  grade  school. 

Average  after-tax  income  increased  with  the 
formal  education  of  the  family  head,  families 
whose  heads  had  attended  college  having  half 
again  as  much  as  those  with  no  more  than 
eight  years  of  schooling.  Expenditures  for 
current  consumption  increased  more  slowly. 


Other  family  characteristics. — Data  on  ex¬ 
penditures,  income,  and  savings  by  tenure  of 
the  dwelling,  family  type,  number  of  full-time 
earners,  and  location  inside  or  outside  Stand¬ 
ard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  (SMSA’s), 
though  of  more  limited  interest,  are  presented 
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in  tables  5,  8,  9,  and  10,  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  wish  to  examine  these  relationships. 
In  order  that  the  numbering  of  tables  will  be 
the  same  in  all  these  CES  reports,  table  7 — 


Summary  of  Family  Expenditures,  Income, 
and  Savings  by  Race — has  been  included  in 
this  report  although  all  the  families  in  the 
sample  happened  to  be  white. 


SAMPLE  DESIGN 


Farm  households  in  the  rural  United  States 
were  selected  for  interview  on  the  basis  of  a 
stratified  area  sample  design  constructed  by 
USDA  and  BLS  in  consonant  procedures.  The 
sample  outside  the  boundaries  of  SMSA’s  was 
drawn  by  USDA,  and  that  within  SMSA’s  by 
BLS.  Approximately  2,500  dwellings  were 
designated,  about  12  percent  of  which  were 
within  SMSA’s. 

In  the  first  stage  in  the  USDA  sample,  coun¬ 
ties  were  grouped  by  State  Economic  Areas 
into  126  strata  equal  in  weighted  counts  of 
rural  farm  and  rural  nonfarm  dwellings,  as 
the  same  sample  of  counties  was  to  be  used 
for  both  farm  and  nonfarm  households.  From 
each  stratum,  one  county  was  chosen  at  ran¬ 
dom  with  a  probability  proportional  to  its 
weighted  count.  Counties  were  selected  from 
41  States.  The  parallel  stage  of  the  BLS  de¬ 
sign  utilized  the  34  SMSA’s  selected  for  the 
urban  sample. 

Within  each  sample  county,  sample  seg¬ 
ments  were  selected  separately  from  rural 
places  (100  to  2,500  inhabitants)  and  the  open 
country.  All  dwellings  in  these  segments  were 
prelisted  before  the  beginning  of  the  survey 
and  classified  as  farm  or  nonfarm  and  sub¬ 
sampled  at  different  rates.  However,  as  this 


report  is  on  farm  families,  the  description  of 
the  sample  from  here  on  will  be  limited  ac¬ 
cordingly.  In  the  USDA  sample,  the  number 
selected  resulted  from  applying  a  sampling 
rate  in  each  selected  county  such  that  the 
sample  would  be  self-weighted.  In  the  BLS 
sample,  the  number  was  allocated  in  advance, 
based  on  the  number  of  farms  in  the  stratum. 

If  a  dwelling  selected  was  vacant,  or  its  oc¬ 
cupants  could  not  be  located  in  two  visits  or 
were  unable  or  unwilling  to  give  the  minimum 
information  required  for  classifying  the  fam¬ 
ily,  an  alternate  was  provided. 

All  members  of  consumer  units  residing  at 
a  sample  address  were  eligible  for  inclusion  in 
the  survey  except  for  the  time  in  the  survey 
year  during  which  they  were  living  in  military 
camps,  posts,  or  reservations  (other  than 
periods  of  45  days  or  less  in  a  Reserve  or  Na¬ 
tional  Guard  unit)  ;  in  institutions;  abroad 
(except  on  vacation,  etc.)  ;  or  were  members 
of  another  consumer  unit.  The  tabulations  in 
this  report,  however,  cover  only  full-year  con¬ 
sumer  units;  i.e.,  units  with  at  least  one  mem¬ 
ber  who  was  eligible  for  the  entire  survey 
year.  If  more  than  one  consumer  unit  was  liv¬ 
ing  at  an  address,  each  unit  was  included  in 
the  sample. 


COLLECTING  AND  PROCESSING  THE  DATA 


All  interviews  with  farm  families  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  USDA  staff  and  were  virtually  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  end  of  March  1962,  although 
some  field  work  continued  into  June.  The 
questionnaire  used — a  modification  of  the  BLS 
questionnaire  used  in  urban  and  rural  nonfarm 
areas — provided  for  detailed  reporting  of  farm 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  changes  in  farm 
assets,  but  otherwise  paralleled  the  BLS  form. 
The  questionnaire  was  detailed  and  designed 
with  numerous  probes  and  other  aids  to  recall. 
Families  were  encouraged  to  refer  to  records 
wherever  possible. 

Reported  receipts  and  disbursements  were 
summarized  and  reviewed  in  the  field  to  deter¬ 
mine  completeness,  consistency,  and  balance  of 
the  family  account.  Families  were  reinter¬ 
viewed  when  necessary  to  clarify  ambiguous 
entries  and  complete  the  record.  The  sched¬ 


ules  were  reviewed  in  the  Washington  office, 
primarily  to  determine  conformance  of  the 
entries  with  the  survey  concepts  and  method¬ 
ology.  This  review  of  the  schedules  was  con¬ 
centrated  on  sections  that  had  proved  most 
difficult  in  previous  survey  experience,  and  on 
unusual  situations  that  required  specialized  in¬ 
structions.  Completeness  and  reasonableness 
of  the  reported  account,  rather  than  the  degree 
to  which  receipts  and  disbursements  balanced, 
were  primary  criteria  for  determining  the  ac¬ 
ceptability  of  a  schedule. 

All  data  were  edited,  coded,  and  transferred 
to  punch  cards  for  tabulating  with  electronic 
data-processing  equipment.  Numerous  checks 
for  internal  consistency,  reasonableness,  and 
accuracy  of  the  data  were  written  into  the 
programs  for  screening  the  machine  listings  of 
the  data  before  tabulation. 
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WEIGHTING  OF  THE  DATA 


Summary  data  from  the  Survey  of  Consumer 
Expenditures  in  rural  farm  areas  in  1961  have 
been  combined  to  the  regional  and  United 
States  levels  with  a  system  of  weights  based 
on  the  1960  Census  of  Population. 

To  obtain  the  weights  (i.e.,  the  expansion 
factors),  adjustments  were  made  in  the  census 
total  of  persons  in  the  population  on  April  1, 
1960,  to  correct  for  definitional  differences  be¬ 
tween  the  census  and  the  CES  universe.  Since 
the  CES  data  related  to  consumer  units  (in¬ 
cluding  one-person  families)  as  they  existed 
throughout  the  survey  year,  with  the  average 
family  size  reflecting  the  number  of  equivalent 
full-year  members,  it  was  necessary  to  adjust 
the  census  population  on  April  1,  1960,  to  ob¬ 
tain  an  estimate  of  the  population  for  the 
year  1960.  Adjustments  were  made,  therefore, 


to  take  account  of  births,  deaths,  and  net  civil¬ 
ian  migration. 

The  adjusted  population  for  each  of  the  four 
regions  was  divided  by  the  average  size  of 
consumer  unit,  as  determined  from  the  survey, 
to  obtain  the  following  estimates  of  the  total 
number  of  consumer  units:

Total  United  States _ 3,512,121 


Sample  data  for  the  four  regions  were  ex¬ 
panded  to  these  totals,  which  are  consistent 
with  corresponding  totals  used  in  the  expan¬ 
sion  and  weighting  of  the  rural  nonfarm  and 
urban  parts  of  the  CES. 


EVALUATING  THE  DATA 


Data  obtained  from  a  sample  survey  as  com¬ 
plex  as  the  Survey  of  Consumer  Expenditures 
are  subject  to  many  types  of  errors.  These 
include  sampling,  recording,  and  processing 
errors,  and  errors  due  to  the  refusal  or  inabil¬ 
ity  of  some  families  to  give  the  information 
requested. 

All  data  have  been  reviewed,  edited,  and 
screened  to  minimize  processing  errors.  Meas¬ 
ures  of  sampling  error  are  planned  for  a  later 
publication.  Usable  schedules  were  furnished 
by  85  percent  of  the  families  in  the  farm  sam¬ 
ple,  and  some  of  the  nonrespondents  supplied 
limited  information  on  family  characteristics 
that  will  be  used  to  evaluate  the  nature  of  the 
sample  losses  due  to  nonresponse.  Among  the 
participating  families,  inaccurate  reporting  is 
a  source  of  error  despite  continued  research 
in  schedule  design  and  intensive  training  of  the 
interviewers.  Such  inaccuracies  result  from 
memory  errors,  misunderstanding  of  a  ques¬ 
tion  or  reluctance  to  answer  it,  and  incorrect 
entries  by  the  interviewer.  Although  USDA 
and  BLS  have  accumulated  substantial  knowl¬ 
edge  about  such  reporting  errors  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  research  in  this  field,  these  errors  can¬ 
not  be  quantified  satisfactorily. 

In  using  the  CES  data  for  analytical  pur¬ 
poses  and  for  comparison  with  related  data 
from  other  sources,  the  limitations  imposed  by 
the  basic  orientation  of  the  survey  must  be 
recognized.  The  survey  was  designed  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  most  accurate  information  possible 
about  family  expenditures  and  spending  pat¬ 
terns  in  detail,  including  the  quantity  and 


price  of  some  purchases.  Information  on  fam¬ 
ily  income  was  needed  for  interpreting  the 
expenditure  pattern.  To  complete  the  account 
of  the  family’s  financial  experience,  informa¬ 
tion  was  requested  on  the  net  change  in  assets 
and  liabilities. 

If  a  family’s  12-month  account  were  com¬ 
plete  and  error-free,  receipts  would  equal  dis¬ 
bursements.  Such  precision,  however,  is  al¬ 
most  never  achieved.  If  a  schedule  met  the 
test  of  the  editing  instructions  with  respect  to 
internal  completeness  and  consistency  of  ex¬ 
penditures  with  each  other  and  with  the  fam¬ 
ily’s  reported  manner  of  living,  the  record  was 
used,  even  though  reported  expenditures  plus 
savings  did  not  equal  income.  The  amount  of 
the  discrepancy — the  account-balancing  differ¬ 
ence — was  recorded  on  the  schedule,  and  the 
average  amount  per  family  in  the  sample  is 
shown  in  the  tabulations.  Schedules  were  not 
automatically  rejected  from  the  tabulations  be¬ 
cause  of  large  balancing  differences. 

To  summarize,  the  account-balancing  differ¬ 
ence  is  a  measure  of  net  reporting  discrepancy 
between  receipts  and  disbursements.  From 
the  nature  of  the  survey,  it  is  not  possible  to 
say  how  much  of  the  difference  arises  from  in¬ 
accuracy  in  reporting  expenditures,  income,  or 
changes  in  the  family’s  savings  or  debt  posi¬ 
tion.  The  primary  emphasis  throughout  the 
survey  was  on  a  complete  and  reasonable  rec¬ 
ord  of  expenditures,  and  if  these  conditions  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  satisfied,  the  standards  for  com¬ 
pleteness  of  the  savings  and  income  record 
were  less  rigorous. 
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GUIDES  TO  INTERPRETING  STATISTICAL  SUMMARIES 


The  averages  and  percentages  in  the  accom¬ 
panying  tables  are  based  on  all  families  in¬ 
cluded  in  each  class,  whether  or  not  they  re¬ 
ported  receipts  or  disbursements  for  a 
particular  item.  Averages  were  calculated  by 
dividing  the  aggregate  amount  of  income,  ex¬ 
penditures,  or  savings  by  the  total  number  of 
families  in  the  class.  Since  all  averages  for  a 
class  are  based  on  a  common  divisor,  they  are 
additive. J 

Averages  are  shown  for  all  classes  of  fam¬ 
ilies  for  which  any  observations  are  available, 
even  though  only  a  few  families  fall  in  a  class. 
The  number  of  families  included  in  each  class 
is  shown  in  every  tabulation,  and  it  is  assumed 
that  the  analyst  will  recognize  the  limitations 
of  averages  computed  for  small  numbers  of 
families.  An  advantage  of  this  procedure  is 
that  the  inclusion  of  all  observations  in  the 
tabulations  allows  the  analyst  to  regroup  the 


data  for  his  particular  needs  without  loss  of 
information  and  thus  make  maximum  use  of 
the  data. 

Particular  care  is  required  in  using  the  aver¬ 
ages  for  families  low  on  the  income  scale. 
These  averages  are  derived  from  the  patterns 
of  groups  of  families  who  may  differ  sharply 
in  their  spending  patterns.  In  addition  to  the 
chronically  poor  and  elderly  families  living  on 
retirement  incomes,  there  are  many  families 
whose  farms  showed  a  loss  in  the  survey  year 
but  who  maintained  approximately  their  nor¬ 
mal  level  of  living. 

Occasional  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the 
averages  of  income  before  and  after  taxes  for 
small  groups  of  families  may  be  explained  by 
the  fact  that  income  received  and  tax  payments 
and  tax  refunds  on  this  income  are  not  re¬ 
ported  within  the  same  calendar  year. 


DEFINITIONS 


Account-Balancing  Difference.  The  differ¬ 
ence  between  reported  total  receipts  and  re¬ 
ported  total  disbursements  arising  from  re¬ 
porting  errors.  Total  receipts  consist  of 
income  after  taxes,  other  money  receipts,  and 
moneys  or  credit  received  from  decreasing  as¬ 
sets  or  increasing  liabilities.  Total  disburse¬ 
ments  consist  of  expenditures  for  current 
consumption,  personal  insurance,  gifts  and 
contributions,  and  outlays  of  money  that  re¬ 
sulted  in  increasing  assets  or  decreasing  lia¬ 
bilities. 

Assets,  Decreases  in.  Decreases  in  cash 
holdings,  farm  and  other  business  investments 
(including  inventories  of  crops  and  livestock),

and  money  owed  to  the  family;  sale  of  owner- 
occupied  dwellings,  other  real  property,  and 
personal  property ;  sale  or  retirement  of  stocks 
and  bonds ;  settlement  or  surrender  of  personal 
insurance  policies;  and  decreases  in  other  as¬ 
sets. 

Assets,  Increases  in.  Increases  in  cash  hold¬ 
ings,  farm  and  other  business  investments  (  in¬ 
cluding  inventories  of  crops  and  livestock), 
and  money  owed  to  the  family;  purchase  and 
improvement  of  dwellings  and  other  real  prop¬ 
erty;  purchases  of  stocks  and  bonds;  and  in¬ 
creases  in  other  assets. 

Automobile  Transportation.  Share  of  pur¬ 
chase  and  operation  of  automobiles  and  trucks 
not  assignable  to  farm  or  other  business  use. 
Purchase  is  net  of  trade-in  allowances  (or  sale) 
and  discounts,  but  includes  financing  charges. 

Consumer  Unit.  See  Family. 
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Dwellings,  Owned.  For  farm  dwellings,  the 
respondent’s  estimate  of  the  proportion  of  total 
taxes,  interest,  and  insurance  chargeable  to 
dwelling  rather  than  farm  business;  for  non¬ 
farm  dwellings  and  vacation  homes,  taxes,  in¬ 
surance,  and  mortgage  interest;  and  for  farm 
and  nonfarm  dwellings,  repairs.  Excludes 
payments  on  mortgage  principal  and  for  home 
improvements,  which  are  counted  as  decreases 
in  liabilities. 


Dwellings,  Rented.  Rent  or  respondent’s 
estimate  of  rental  value  when  dwelling  was 
included  in  rent  of  farm.  Also  includes  re¬ 
pairs  paid  for  by  family. 


Education  of  Family  Head.  Years  of  school 
completed  during  or  before  the  survey  year,  in 
elementary  or  high  school,  college,  university, 
or  professional  school.  Eight  years  or  less  cor¬ 
responds  to  years  or  grades  completed  in  ele¬ 
mentary  school ;  9-12  years,  to  the  completion 
of  1  to  4  years  of  high  school;  13-16  years,  to 
the  completion  of  1  to  4  years  of  college;  and 
over  16  years,  to  postgraduate  work  after  col¬ 
lege.  All  persons  in  the  latter  class  were  re¬ 
corded  as  having  completed  17  years  of  school. 
Persons  who  gave  no  information  on  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  their  education  were  included  in  the 
class  “8  years  or  less.” 


Expenditures  for  Current  Consumption  (or 
Current  Living  Expenses).  The  cost  of  goods 
and  services  for  family  living  (including  fi¬ 
nancing  charges  and  sales  and  excise  taxes) 
bought  during  the  survey  year,  whether  or  not 
payments  were  completed  during  the  year. 
Consumer  durable  goods  such  as  automobiles 
and  household  equipment  were  considered  con¬ 
sumption  items,  but  purchase  and  sale  of  dwell¬ 
ings  were  considered  as  changes  in  assets. 
Family  expenditures  for  items  used  partially 
for  business,  such  as  the  car,  were  adjusted 
to  exclude  the  amount  chargeable  to  business 
use.  The  value  of  two  nonmoney  items — food 
and  housing  received  as  pay — were  counted  as 
money  income  and  expenditures.  Home-pro¬ 
duced  food  is  not  included  in  expenditures. 


Family.  The  family,  or  consumer  unit,  re¬ 
fers  to:  (1)  a  group  of  people  usually  living 
together  who  pooled  their  income  and  drew 
from  a  common  fund  for  their  major  items  of 
expense;  or  (2)  a  person  who  lived  alone  or  in 
a  household  with  others  but  was  financially  in¬ 
dependent;  i.e.,  his  income  was  not  pooled  and 
his  expenditures  were  not  met  from  a  common 
fund.  Never-married  children  living  with  par¬ 
ents  were  always  considered  as  members  of 


the  consumer  unit.  Information  was  recorded 
for  the  family  as  it  existed  in  the  survey  year. 

Family  Head.  In  husband-wife  families,  the 
husband  was  considered  the  head.  In  other 
types  of  families,  the  person  recognized  as  the 
head  by  other  family  members  was  so  desig¬ 
nated. 


Family  Size.  The  number  of  equivalent,  full- 
year  members,  derived  by  dividing  by  52  weeks 
the  total  number  of  weeks  in  the  survey  year 
during  which  both  full-year  and  part-year 
members  belonged  to  the  family. 

Family  Type.  Families  were  classified  in 
seven  types  based  on  the  relationship  of  fam¬ 
ily  members  and  the  age  of  the  children  of  the 
head  of  the  family,  as  follows: 

Husband  and  wife,  no  other  persons  present. 

Husband,  wife,  and  children 3  only,  oldest 
child  under  6  years. 

Husband,  wife,  and  children 3  only,  oldest 
child  6-17  years. 

Husband,  wife,  and  children 3  only,  oldest 
child  18  years  or  over. 

Husband,  wife,  with  or  without  children,3 
with  other  persons. 

Broken  families  (one  parent  and  children  3), 
no  other  persons. 

All  other  consumer  units,  including  one-per¬ 
son  families. 


Farm.  This  survey  followed  the  definition 
used  in  the  1960  Census.  Dwellings  were  clas¬ 
sified  as  on  farms  if  they  were  on  places  of  10 
or  more  acres  from  which  sales  of  farm  prod¬ 
ucts  amounted  to  $50  or  more  in  1961,  or  if 
sales  were  $250  or  more,  regardless  of  acreage. 
The  universe  was  all  families  living  on  farms. 

Gifts  and  Contributions.  Cash  contributions 
to  persons  outside  the  family  and  to  welfare, 
religious,  educational,  and  other  organizations ; 
and  the  cost  of  goods  and  services  purchased 
in  the  survey  year  and  given  to  persons  out¬ 
side  the  family. 

Household  Operations.  Laundry  and  laun¬ 
dry  supplies,  cleaning  supplies,  household  pa¬ 
per  supplies,  domestic  service,  day  nursery 
care,  telephone  and  telegraph  charges,  postage, 
moving  costs,  and  repairs  to  furnishings  and 
equipment. 


3  Own,  adopted,  or  stepchildren  of  head. 
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Housing,  Total.  For  the  regions  but  not  for 
the  United  States,  includes  expenses  on  real 
estate  not  used  for  family  business  and  not  oc¬ 
cupied  or  rented,  which  are  not  listed  separate¬ 
ly  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

Liabilities,  Decreases  and  Increases  in. 

Changes  in  mortgage  debt;  money  owed  to 
banks,  insurance  companies,  etc. ;  money  owed 
for  rent,  taxes,  automobiles,  housefurnishings 
and  equipment,  and  other  goods  and  services; 
and  changes  in  other  liabilities. 


Money  Income  After  Taxes.  Total  income 
(see  Money  Income  Before  Taxes)  after  deduc¬ 
tion  of  personal  taxes  (Federal,  State,  and  lo¬ 
cal  income  taxes,  poll  taxes,  and  personal  prop¬ 
erty  taxes). 


Money  Income  Before  Taxes.  Total  income 
during  the  survey  year  of  all  family  members 
from  wages  and  salaries  (including  tips  and 
bonuses)  after  deductions  for  such  occupation¬ 
al  expenses  as  tools,  special  required  equip¬ 
ment,  and  union  dues;  net  income  from  self- 
employment  (including  farming)  ;  and  income 
other  than  earnings  such  as  net  rents,  interests, 
dividends,  Social  Security  benefits,  pensions, 
disability  insurance,  trust  funds,  small  gifts 
of  cash,  regular  contributions  for  support, 
public  assistance,  or  other  governmental  pay¬ 
ments.  The  value  of  two  nonmoney  items — 
food  and  housing  received  as  pay — was  counted 
as  money  income  and  as  expenditures.  Farm 
income  was  adjusted  for  change  in  inventory 
of  crops  and  livestock.  The  value  of  home- 
produced  food  did  not  enter  into  the  computa¬ 
tion  of  income. 


Net  Change  in  Assets  and  Liabilities.  The 

algebraic  sum  of  increases  and  decreases  in 
assets  and  liabilities.  Net  increases  in  assets 
or  decreases  in  liabilities  represent  a  net  sav¬ 
ing  during  the  year.  Net  decreases  in  assets 
or  increases  in  liabilities  represent  a  deficit 
(  — )  or  net  dissaving. 


Number  of  Full-Time  Earners.  A  count  of 
family  members  who  were  employed  48  weeks 
or  more  in  the  survey  year,  and  for  35  hours 
or  more  per  week  in  wage  and  salary  occupa¬ 
tions.  All  farm  operators  were  counted  as 
full-time  earners  if  they  operated  the  farm 
throughout  the  year.  Members  employed  in 
industries  where  customary  full-time  employ¬ 
ment  is  less  than  48  weeks  or  35  hours  per 
week  (e.g.,  school  systems  or  airlines)  were 
also  counted  as  full-time  earners.  The  mini¬ 


mum-hours  requirement  did  not  apply  to  self- 
employed  workers  in  an  unincorporated  busi¬ 
ness  or  profession. 

Occupation  of  Family  Head.  Generally,  the 
occupation  in  which  the  head  was  employed  for 
the  largest  number  of  weeks  in  the  survey 
year.  The  classification  was  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  1960  Census  of  Population,  Al¬ 
phabetical  Index  of  Occupations  and  Indus¬ 
tries,  except  that  the  self-employed  (including 
farmers,  businessmen,  professionals,  and  ar¬ 
tisans)  were  separated  from  salaried  man¬ 
agers,  officials,  and  professional  workers. 
Also  members  of  the  Armed  Forces,  living  off 
base,  and  therefore  eligible  for  the  survey, 
were  classified  separately. 

Since  the  operation  of  a  farm  was  considered 
full-time  employment,  it  was  possible  for  a 
farm  operator  to  have  two  full-time  occupa¬ 
tions.  In  this  case,  he  was  assigned  the  code 
of  the  occupation  considered  to  be  the  major 
one  in  terms  of  earnings  and  the  size  of  the 
farm  operation.  The  class  “retired”  includes 
those  wholly  retired  and  those  with  earnings 
less  than  their  retirement  income. 


Other  Expenditures.  Interest  on  personal 

loans,  funeral  expenses,  legal  expenses,  bank 
service  charges,  money  lost  or  stolen,  allow¬ 
ances  to  children,  all-expense  tours,  and  similar 
expenses  that  cannot  be  allocated  elsewhere. 

Other  Money  Receipts.  Inheritances  and 

occasional  large  gifts  of  money  less  taxes,  legal 
fees,  and  other  expenses  required  to  obtain 
such  receipts;  and  net  receipts  from  the  lump¬ 
sum  settlement  of  fire  and  accident  insurance 
policies.  Gifts  and  inheritances  in  the  form 
of  real  estate,  securities,  and  other  property 
were  not  included  unless  they  had  been  sold 
during  the  survey  year. 

Other  Shelter.  Rented  vacation  homes  and 
other  lodging  while  away  from  home  at  school, 
work,  or  traveling. 

) 

Other  Transportation.  Public  transporta¬ 
tion  ;  shared  or  rented  car ;  purchase,  rental, 
and  operation  of  bicycles,  motorcycles,  scooters, 
trailers,  boats,  and  planes. 

Personal  Insurance.  Payments  or  deductions 
from  pay  for  life,  endowment,  and  annuity  in¬ 
surance;  fraternal,  union,  and  other  mutual 
aid  insurance;  Social  Security;  and  railroad, 
government,  and  other  retirement  plans.  Em¬ 
ployer’s  contributions  are  not  included. 
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Race.  The  term  “race”  refers  to  the  classi¬ 
fication  of  families  in  three  groups:  White, 
Negro,  and  other.  “Other”  includes  Japanese, 
Chinese,  American  Indians,  and  other  non¬ 
white  races  except  Negroes. 

Recreation.  Purchase  and  repair  of  televi¬ 
sions,  radios,  phonographs,  musical  instru¬ 
ments,  and  related  items;  spectator  admissions 
to  movies,  sports  events,  concerts,  etc. ;  dues, 
fees,  and  equipment  for  participant  sports; 
club  memberships ;  hobbies ;  pets ;  and  toys  and 
play  equipment.  Vacation  and  other  recrea¬ 
tional  travel  expenses  are  included  in  automo¬ 
bile  and  other  transportation,  food,  and  lodging 
away  from  home. 

Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area 
(SMSA).  Except  in  New  England,  the  county 
or  group  of  contiguous  counties  that  contains 
at  least  one  city  of  50,000  inhabitants  or  more, 
or  twin  cities  with  a  combined  population  of  at 
least  50,000/  In  addition  to  the  county  or  coun¬ 


ties  containing  such  a  city  or  cities,  contigu¬ 
ous  counties  are  included  in  an  SMSA  if  they 
are  essentially  metropolitan  in  character  and 
are  socially  and  economically  integrated  with 
the  central  city.  In  New  England,  SMSA 
boundaries  follow  town  lines. 


Tenure.  The  tenure  of  the  family  at  its 
principal  place  of  residence  during  the  entire 
survey  year.  Families  who  were  owners  part 
of  the  year  and  renters  part  of  the  year  were 
classified  as  “Other.” 


Value  of  Items  Received  Without  Expense. 

The  estimated  money  value  of  goods  and  serv¬ 
ices  received  as  gifts,  in  exchange  for  trading 
stamps,  or  from  public  or  private  welfare 
agencies,  and  of  all  goods  and  services  re¬ 
ceived  as  pay  except  food  and  rent.  Includes 
employer’s  contributions  to  health  insurance 
plans.  Does  not  include  the  value  of  home- 
produced  food ;  this  value  will  be  shown  in  later 
tabulations.
